Hero under the oommand of Lieutenant 
Commander ll. M. Hodges. 
Because of 
oomph « soundings taken in former 
years between Hawaii there is no u«® 
for further work there and Lieutenant 
Comm ander Hodges has confined himself 
to the w aters west of Hawaii. 
R ep o rt 
received by Admiral It. B Bradford, 
chief of the bureau of equipm ent, shows 
the Nero first proceeded directly to the 
Midway islands, sounding all the way 
and then zigagged across tho lins to de­ 
term ine the liest point to locate the pro­ 
posed cable. 
From the Midway bland* 
the Koto w ent to Guam. 
From G uam the Nero steamed to 
Manila, then returned to G uayi and 
later w ent to Yokohama, where she is 
now prepari rig for the return voyage. 
She will zigzag across the im aginary 
line down during the voyage from Guam 
to Yokohama, make fu rth er soundings 
from G uam to the Midway islands and 
again to Honolulu. 
No adverse reports have been received 
concerning the route from Guam to Ma­ 
nila and Cr. un G uam to Yokohama, and 
the authorities are confident th a t no ob­ 
stacle* exist th at can prevent the l iving 
of a cable from San Francisco to Manila , 
touching everywhere on American soil- > 
The idea of running a branch line 
from the wish of the adm inistration to 
make the cable a comm ercial slice -ss, 
though it is desired prim arily for gov­ 
ernm ent use. The president appreciates 
th a t congress may decide it itnpo itic 
to have the cable constructed aw l main­ 
tained a t the expense of the United 
States, aud should a private comp a. 
be allowed to take up the enterprise tins 
Yokohama line would be an im portant 
consideration. 
The work of laying a cable among tile 
Philippine islands has been delayed by 
the m ishap on the cableship Hook. r 
The vessel will be tem porarily repaired 
at Cavite, and then sent to Hong Kong, 
where she will rapidly be put into con­ 
dition, as the m ilitary authorities desire 
the prom pt establishm ent of the line.
